And just for this once why not 
give imaginations a little play so that 
it won’t be the Eskimos playing the 
Bumblers—er—Bombers but rather 
good old Alberta hooking up with 
the University of Manitoba Bisons. 

Not that it takes too much imagin- 
ation to convert the Eskimos into 
Golden Bears. Not with U of A 
graduates Steve Mendryk and Oscar 
Kruger and undergraduates Roger 
Nelson, Jim Shipka and John Woyat 
out there givng it their best for the 
‘overtown’ Eskies. 

Besides, take a look at those Esk 
uniforms. Green and gold, just like 
the old alma mater. Thereby hangs 
a tale: the first set of uniforms used 
by the Esks when Edmonton return- 
ed to the conference in 1949 were 
hand-me-downs purchased from the 
University of Alberta. 

And that’s how the Eskimo colors 
came to be the same as yours. In 
other words football may be in the 
mothballs at U of A but not the colors 
once flaunted so proudly by strong, 
hard-hitting Golden Bear aggrega- 
tions. (PS At this point let’s observe 
a minute’s silence. Better still, why 
not. get behind a movement to put 
football back on the sports agenda 
at the university? Sometimes muscle- 
over-mind has a place, too.) 

‘Moe’ Lieberman, president of the 
Eskimos, used to play football for U 
of A. That was 40 years ago, and 
more.

Wally 
Stirling was the coach. An excellent 
football teacher and tactician, today 
he is president of Stanford university. 
Closer to home you could ask city 
commissioner Dudley (Dud) Menzies 
about those green and gold squads 
of the twenties, and how they rode 
roughshod over college rivals, and 
weren’t above teaching even the 
‘senior’ Eskimos the facts of football 
life. 

Varsity football enjoyed periods of 
prosperity and otherwise during the 
1930’s and °40’s. Naturally World 
War two resulted in considerable de- 
emphasis where sports on the cam- 
pus were concerned and football took 
its knocks same as everything else. 

However, even as recently as 

1948 the Golden Bears were a 

powerful enough gridiron force 

to challenge the mighty Regina 


Roughriders. The game. was 

played at Clarke Stadium and 

the Riders were extended to win 

19-7. 

Another highlight of 1948 saw Al- 
berta play host to the University of 
Saskatchewan, this likewise played at 
Clarke Stadium. The outcome 
eludes me but I do remember that 
the game was a sellout to the ex- 
tent that the box-office found it- 
self without enough tickets to go 
around. 

No wonder Edmonton was back in 
football next season. 


But enough of these meanderings 
down memory lane. What’s in the 
works for University Night? Will it 
be a ball or won’t it? 

That’s kind of up to you, the 
students. Certainly the Eskimos. 
and Bombers will do their part 
and Clarke Stadium always pro- 
vides a wonderful, Cinderella- 
like setting with its powerful 
lights ahd Irish-green turf. 

But the ‘dancing’ and extra gaiety 
you'll have to chip in with and that’s 
where Gary Campbell, the public re- 
lations man, and his aides already 
have jumped into the act. 

You won’t even have to get your- 
self out to the stadium if you want 
to take advantage of special buses 
that have been laid on to start leav- 
ing from in front of the Students 
Union building at 7:30 p.m. 

Your seats will be reserved, at re- 
duced prices, too, and just so time 
doesn’t hang heavy on your hands 
at the halftime interval there'll be 
plenty of entertainment. 


A parade, featuring floats entered 
by the various faculties and campus 
organizations, will highlight the 
‘show’. U of A mixed chorus and a 
gymnastic display also are on the 
bill. There will be a pep band and 
cheerleaders in attendance. ;
